the hands of the war office for five 
weeks. 
Just why it is published now, 
in the middle of the campaign, is not 
understood, unless it is expected that 
Generals Buller and W arren will be 
asked to be relieved of their commands. 
The charge against them is incapacity. 
W hether the government has any 
special purpose or not in publishing the 
dispatches and the wTay in which it has 
been received, will make it very difficult 
to retain the censured oomnianders in 
active service. 
Lord Roberts’ long w ait and the Boer 
artivity have seriously disturbed public 
equanim ity. 
Ile is still 300 miles from 
Pretoria. 
No one doubts the ultimate 
success of the British arms, but behind 
the British arm y that crushes the Boer 
armies, an arm y of occupation will have 
to bo installed. 
From various sources 
come hints that more men than already 
provided for will have to tai sent out. 
General Roberts indicates that at least 
10,000 men are advancing to cut off the 
Boers who are investing Wepeuer. 
As 
there are reports from the Basuto border 
that firing has been heard in the hills 
toward Dewetsdorp, it is possible that 
General Chermsides’ advanced troops 
are already in contact w ith the Boers. 
General Roberts wires that he expects 
to clear the southeast section of tile Free 
State east of the railway and then to 
swing round to the north and to turn 
one after another the positions held by 
the Boers north of Bloemfontein. 
General Buller’s prohibition of all press 
telegrams in N atal until further notice 
is taken to indicate that a movement is 
about to begin there. 


STILL CRITICISING. 


N e w s p a p e r* o n

London, April 18.—Roberts’ criticism 
of Gens. Buller and W arren and Colonel 
T hom ey croft continue to be topics of 
acute interest. 
AU theafternoon pallors 
comment a t great length on the strict­ 
ures of the British commander-in-chief, 
taking the same lines as the morning pa­ 
pers, praising Roberts for his frankness 
and speculating upon w hat publication 
of dispatches at present the moment por­ 
tends. 
Some of them m aintain there is 
nothing left for Buller but resign. The 
St. Jam es G azette is particularly scath­ 
ing. 
Practically no developments hav* been 
reported so far today. 
A dispatch from W arrenton, dated 
Tuesday says: 
“ Finding the Boers busy m aking new 
trenches we exploded lyddite shells, fol­ 
lowing up these w ith Maxims. 
The 
enem y’s ambulance was observed on the 
spot.” 
From W epener nothing later than 
General Roberts message on Tuesday 
and presumably neither side lias gained 
any particular advantage at any point in 
the theater of w ar since the last official 
dispatches were received.

The Rockefeller interests which control 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas roads, 
have bought the Missouri Pacific, and a 
Consolidation of these roads is naturally 
talked of. 
The rum ors go even further 
im lading in the consolidation the Texas 
ami Pacific and tho St. Louis South- 
Western, which arn already classed as 
iwirt of the Missouri Pacific system, al­ 
though the Missouri Pacific Railway 
company does not control these two com­ 
panies, as it does the St. Louis, Iron 
Mouutain and Southern and the In ter­ 
national and (Treat N orthern, the re­ 
m aining members of the Missouri Paci­ 
fic system. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail­ 
way system operates lines aggregating 
2221 miles, extending from St. Louis, 
Kansas City and H annibal, Mo., and 
Junction City Kans., through tho princi­ 
pal cities in Texas to the G ulf of Mexico 
at Galveston, and the union of this road 
w ith the lines comprising the Missouri 
Pacific system would bring practically 
the entire railway field iii the southwest 
under one management. 
The Texas and Pacific railway extends 
from New Orleans to Kl Paso, Tex., 
1152 miles, and from Marshall via Tex­ 
arkana Junction 
and W hitesboro to 
Fort W orth, Tex., SIA miles. 
It has 
outstanding 
$38,720,200 of 
stock, of 
w hich the Missouri Pacific on Dec. SI, 
1899, owned $6,525,000. 
It is reported 
that the Missouri Pacific woald take over 
the Texas and Pacific on tho basis of an 
exchange of one share of its stock for 
three shares of Texas and Pacific, but 
officers of the road refused to confirm or 
deny the report. 
The St. Louis Southwestern railway 
has a total mileage of 13*58. 
Its main 
line is 723 miles in length, from B ird’s 
Point, Mo., opposite Cairo, Ills., through 
Texarkana, Tex., to Gatesville, Tex., 
and it has eight or ten branches.
